' With regard to claims 1-3, 8 and 9, document 1 [JP, 5^6229, A (Mitsubishi Electric Corp.)] cited in the 
ISR describes a controller in which (1) a parameter for selecting whether or not a movement insteuctaon i is 
skipped is stored beforehand in a skip instruction setting means 3, and (2) whether or not a read mstmction is 
requhed to be skipped is judged by a skip instruction judging means 5 based on the said parameter, before the 
instruction is executed. However, a skip signal input means for instructing to skip the « .xecuuon of instmctions 
till a desired instruction in a program is encountered is neither described nor suggested m any of the documents 
cited in the ISR. 
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
